The House of AsEciiiblv will, in pursuance 
of n notioa.to. that olffcit (,'ivcii by llia mem- 
ber for Lake DUtrlcl, sliurlly ba asked lo ap- 
point a committee to enquire into the present 
state of the Proliato Court, n very proper 
Bnbject for inrcstigatiun, ami one which 
demands a thorou!;h ovcrhiiulinf,'. 

Wo are n:)l uwnro who at the presonl 
tnuinent ia supposed to bf tlio cuitoilian of 
Iho lunda bolonging to that court. We sup- 
pose there must be a considerable suin some- 
where, to th'c orcdit'of the Public Administra- 
tor of the Colony. Since the eonstitulion of 
the Court of Probata lati;e auni.s must liave 
been received hy that olllcial, and it is qnite 
right that the pnblio should luivo an oppor- 
tunity of seeing how the money so received 
has ..^been, applied. An enquiry shptild be 
madras t<i' what 'funds have cbtne. into the 
bands of the Public Adnfiiriistratbr, how they 
have bben disbiirsed, what business has been 
transacted in the Probate Court, Iho amount 
of foca received fur llie transaction of such 
business, and an uceouiil of the o.x'iieiiao.s of 
the oflloe, including falaries or foes paid to 
or received by llie judye of the court, the 
admioiatralor general, and the clerks, or other 
oQicials, if any there bo in the employed in 
tiio office. Wc write in ignorance of tho way 
iu which tho business of this — shall wo say 
liti/stei ioim .' — court of law is carried on, but 
wo believe that at llio prefjiit niouieiit thofo 
is no otiier official in existence connected 
with tho Court of Probate Jthan the Chief 
Justice, who is ex ojjicio judye of the court. 

It is somewhat sarprisiug that tho post of 
Administrator General should bo allowed to re- 
main vacant. It is an ollice of no inconsider- 
able impoilanco. When we reiluct upon ihe 
uncerlainty of life, and coiiniikr iho liiibits and 
ciistoms uf 001' |.oi!iiiation, wo ciinn')! ijul feel 
the necessity of there being a proper system 
of administering tlie cU'ects of those who die 
intestate leaving properly in the Island, and 
no surviving relatives entitled to claim to see 
to the due administration of their estates. 

A considerable amoiint of property has 
passed through the hands of t'.iu Public Ad- 
luiiiistralor within the last few years, and it 
is due lo tlic relations of deceased property- 
owners, that they should be satisGed thai 
proper justice has been done to tliem, and as 
tho pojiulalion of tlie colony increases so 
will tho impoftanee of ibis matlor increase. 
The iluties of tho Coniinillee will bo by no 
means lij;hl, but \vc trust llie investigation 
will bo one of a most searching,' nalnre, one 
which will leave no room for any doubt or 
speculation. Let the matter be probed to the 
bottom, and let it bo ascertained who is re- 
sponsible for tho proper discharge of iho 
duties and for the funds of the Probate Court. 
If the Committee be appointed and do their 
duty, which wo have, no doubt, they wjll 
most unfiincbingly, no shifting of responsi- 
bility will be allowed, but ihe Corninittee 
will faithfully report who is the rnsponsiblu 
parly, and what is the nature and extent of 
bis responsibility. Tliesystetn hitherto pur- 
sued may have been good, but we hope that, 
if it Is found" by the' Committee not to have 
worked veil, tlioy will recommend lor the 
future a sysleni wliioh will leave no loophole 
for mal-admiiii.-U;uio-i. 

Committees uf this nature are of the great- 
est value, ilioy act as a hoalihy check upon 
officials, and if they were frequent they would 
prevent the recurrence of anything which 
could give rise lo any sneh reiuiirks as those, 
made by Mr. WyUI, wiih regard to tlie 
government olGcials in this colony.

We ore well aware that 
oar City Falhcra cannot do cverytijing at 
once, nud we give them due credit for the 
iraprovenients which they have ni ide in the 
city during the past \i?ar ; luit we think tliiit 
it is now high tirno that something should 
be done, respecting tho drainage of the city. 
Anyone whose business or pleasure causes 
hina to walk much Ihroiigh the main streets 
and thoroughfares of the eity, not to speak 
of tho more unfrequented and nufniishod 
roads in iho uutskirls of \'ict.jria must be 
painfully eonsei;iiis ol ihe Cfisloiiee of many 
nuisances ; it is only necessary lo \\a\k up 
Fort street to liod out how great a need 
there is of a good drain, the dampness of the 
last week or icn days has brought out bad 
Bmolls from every ee??pool that is foul and 
needs cleansing. There are many places 
worse lliaii iliat which we have nienlioneil, 
1)111 a wide illustralinii is eii(j;gli liir our piir- 
])OHe ; thi." aaUiMinul season more than any 
other is disposed lo induce malaria where 
any stagnant water or refuse matter exists, 
nod it behoves the City Council to set their 
machinery in motion to cause the removal ol 
nil iiuisancos which if neglected may very 
probubly alleet ihe heallh o( the town ;— but 
farther than this wis would urL;e upon them 
at once lo cuiiimonee the r-ybtem of drainage 
for the town ; no time can be belter lliaii iho 
preseril lor ihe purpose. Labor is to lie had 
at no very e.Mrava.'ant rate, tho Cor[)oration 
have, we presume, soma funds in hand, and 
the season is not yet so far advanced as to 
prevent or hinder tho succc'dul carrying on 
ol such woiUs. It is absolutely m ci'^-ary l..r 
the niaiiilonance ol pidtlio health lli.il the 
town should bo ellieienlly drained. Our 
population U getting loo large to allow of 
tho neglect of any measures cunduoive to 
tho maintenance of a proper sanatory con- 
dition in our city. 

Tho construction of sewers was mie of the 
first objects calling for the atlnnlinn of the 
Cor|ioration, and it is their duly lo pay pro- 
per attention to it before ex|iending one dol- 
lar of the revenue upon l.iss urgent matters. 
Until u proper system ol draiuagc can bo 
laid down let tho Council exercise the pow- 
ers which they possess to compel tho abate- 
ment of all nuisimtes now existing within 
the city liiuils.
